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On page 7 of the remarks, applicant argues the novelty of claim 1, in substance that: 

"...Instead, Killian et el. uses separate "sign extension hardware" and "zeroing circuitry" to sign-extend and zero-extend, 
respectively, the output address." 

The examiner asserts that the applicant is arguing limitations that are not recited in claim 1. Applicant's claim 1 makes no mention of 
sign and zero-extend circuitry not being separate. 

In addition, on page 7 of the remarks, applicant argues: 

"...The zeroing circuitry is operating on a full N-bits and not the "truncated generated address references." 

This argument has been fully considered but is deemed non-persuasive for the following reason: 

In Fig.5D of Killian, the 64-bit virtual address is truncated (i.e., the upper 32-bits are stripped from the 64-bit address). Then, when in 32- 
bit user mode, multiplexer 172 will output 32 O's which are eventually appended to the truncated address. 
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
